Armor Skin 
Studied by 
Scientists

WASHINGTON (AP) — Army 


medical scientists are 
on the 


track of chemicals which may 
convert a soldier's skin into ar- 
mor against disease-bearing in- 
sects and sunburn. 


The research is especially im- 


portant to military operations in 
Southeast Asia and other tropical 
areas where Western troops are 
vulnerable to certain types of fe- 
vers and strong sunlight. 


The work is being clone under 


a broad program aimed at giving 
each soldier entering a combat 
zone his own built-in shield against 
diseases, 
climate, and 
various 


kinds of stresses. 


Dr. Marion B. Sulzberger of the 


Army's Medical Research and De- 
velopment Command said a big 
effort is being made to discover 
special substances which would 
enter the skin after being swal- 
lowed or applied on the outside. 


These substances, he said in a 


paper, would make the skin's sur- 
face and its secretions repellent 
to insects, flies, mosquitoes and

Loos Reds 
Want U.S. 
Troops Out

VIENTIANE, Laos (AP) - A 


pro-Communist Cabinet minister 
denounced-the presence of U.S. 
troops in Thailand Sunday shortly 
after Premier Prince Souvanna 
Phouma turned leadership of his 
day-old coalition over to his Bed- 
leaning half-brother.

ence as soon as Souvanna's plana 
had left for France. Claiming to 
speak for the regime, he de- 
nounced the U.S. troops as a 
threat to "the peace and neutral- 
ity of Laos."

Onion protests against the Ameri 
can troops landings in Thailand," 
declared Vongvichit, a member ol 
Prince Souphanouvong's pro-Corn' 
munist Pathet> Lao faction. 


It was not known whether Sou- 


Vana knew Vongvichit was going 
to issue the statement. The neu- 
tralist premier had shrugged off 
the dispatch of U.S. troops to 
neighboring Thailand as a pre- 
cautionary measure. 


The official minutes of Sunday'; 


initial Cabinet session, over which 
Souvanna presided,, carried no 
mention of U.S. troops. 


U.S. officials had no immediate 


comment. The United States has 
said repeatedlyi the U.S. troops, 
landed :after the Pathet Lao made 
big military gains in northern 
Laos, had come at Thai request 
to 'protect Thailand, not Laos 


Vongvichit said later the Cabi- 


net, did discuss extending recog- 
nition to • the Communist govern- 
ments 'of Hed China, East Ger- 
many and Poland. He said no de- 
cision was taken. 


Any foreign policy decision can 


be vetoed by any of the three 
factions represented in the coali- 
tion —, 'neutralist, pro-Communist 
and right-wing. 


Laos now has diplomatic rela- 


tions with Nationalist China, but 
a Red Chinese mission has been 
operating for some time at Sou- 
phanouvong's 
headquarters 
in 


Khang Khay. 


Before 
leaving to attend 


daughter's wedding in Paris, Sou- 
vanna cautioned his half-brother 
not to sitr things up while he was 
gone. 


"I am counting on you," said 


the neutralist premier, kissing 
Souphanouvong on both cheeks. 


I do not want to come back 


earlier." 


After the premiei1 
departed, 


Souphanouvong took off for Khang 
Khay, saying he wanted to clear 
up some administrative matters. 


Before 
Souvanna's 
departure, 


the Cabinet: 


1. Proclaimed an immediate 


cease-fire throughout Laos, thus 
ending—in effect at least—the 22- 
month civil war during which the 
Pathet Lao has taken over about 
two-thirds of the kingdom. 


2. Formed a delegation repre- 


senting all three factions to go 
to Geneva and sign the 14-nation 
accord on Laos guaranteeing the 
country's neutrality, Souvana isn't 
expected to attend the final ses 
sion of the conference which the 
Western powers, want to recon 
vene July 2.
